“Along with the wider British chambers network, 
the Somerset chamber will be calling for a swift 
refocus within government to make sure that busi¬ 
ness is at the heart of what happens next. 


“Whether or not our politicians have the courage 
to take the big, tough, domestic decisions needed 
to create a fantastic environment for business is a 
question I hear again and again from business peo¬ 
ple across the county.” 

He called for a “clear message” from the govern¬ 
ment that the UK is open for business, and stressed 
that the government must also do whatever it takes 
to instil confidence, both domestically and inter¬ 
nationally. 

Mr Edwards continued: “Somerset businesses of 
all sizes and across all sectors will have questions 
that will need answering - questions about export 
procedures, the impact on interest rates, implica¬ 
tions for workers originating in the EU. All of 
these, and others, need 
urgent attention. 

“Despite the uncer¬ 
tainty that will continue 
over the coming months 
as we clarify exactly 
what our new position 
outside the EU looks 
like, we have confi¬ 
dence in the strength 
and resilience of the 
businesses here in Som¬ 
erset and the South 
West. 

“It is their efforts now 
that will help to bring 
the economy back on 
track, and the govern¬ 
ment must do all it can 
to support them.” 

Graham Knight, the 
chairman of Somerset 
Chamber of Commerce, 
added: “We have had a 
year of canvassing 
about the critical issue 
of the EU referendum 
and at times you cannot 
help but think that the 


machinery of government has ground to a halt, 
with business suffering as a result. 

“I trust we can now get back to concentrating on 
creating the right environment for business, and in¬ 
deed the UK economy, to flourish. This is more 
important than ever now, given the intrinsic uncer¬ 
tainty that comes with the country’s vote to leave 
the EU. 

“These have been uncertain times and the Cham¬ 
ber movement has been trying to impress on all 
parties the need to get back to business and previ¬ 
ous commitments.” 

“The Scottish referendum, the general election 
and the EU referendum have all been distractions 
that have taken the political eye off the ball of 
doing the day-to-day business of government. 

“Whatever your political persuasion, I can but 
hope that any change of Prime Minister does not 
lead to the main protagonists again canvassing and 
lobbying and forgetting what really counts.”

AXMINSTER 
Crisis meeting called 
between furious 
residents and 
developer 

WAINHOMES is set to come under heavy fire at a 
crisis meeting with furious Cherry Tree Road and 
Catnip Close residents in Axminster tonight. 

Axminster Town Council brokered the meeting 
with Wainhomes after desperate residents 
turned to the authority for advice and help with 
"serious safety concerns" over rotting fence 
posts and subsidence. 

They did this during 
the June meeting of 
Axminster Town 
Council and in the de¬ 
bate that followed, 
town and district 
councillor Ian Hall said: 

1 ‘It can only be a matter 
of time before some¬ 
body is hurt, gardens 
are slipping. It seems 
that Wainhomes is 
winding up business 
there and they can't 
wait to get out." 

Residents claim that 
fence posts, used as 
retaining walls, are 
rotten and that there is 
a danger of subsi¬ 
dence of earth into 
neighbours' gardens 
and of a walkway. 

Wainhomes is said to 
have accepted the in¬ 
vitation, and the public 
meeting has been 
scheduled for 6pm in 
Axminster Guidhall 
today, Tuesday, June 
28th. 

Wainhomes was in¬ 
vited to comment, but 
had not come back at 
the time of going to 
press. 


WITH the EU referendum still fresh in the mind of 
the country, Honiton residents will soon be asked 
to return to the polls and vote in a new district 
councillor. 

The vote was triggered last month when former 
Honiton mayor David Foster resigned from his 
position on the council citing growing work and 
family commitments. 

Four people have put their names forward for 
the Honiton St Michael's vacancy on East Devon 
District Council, with the vote to be held in July. 
They are Ashley Alder (UKIP), Henry Brown 
(Labour), John Taylor (Independent East Devon 
Alliance) and Jenny Brown (Conservative). The 
candidate's deadline passed on Friday, June 24th. 

Three of the candidates currently sit on Honiton 
Town Council and a spokesperson confirmed the 
council is determined not to let the debate spill 
into council business. 

SEATON 

Developers 'have 
listened' to concerns 
over new flats 

DEVELOPERS behind plans for a prolific and 
"iconic" seafront development in Seaton say they 
have listened to local concerns by reducing its 
height. 

Seaton Beach Developments Ltd was set up 
specifically to buy an empty house on East Walk 
called Seaton Beach, formerly Trebere. 

The company consists of Axminster residents 
Mike Dowling and Anne Baker plus Mike and Au¬ 
drey Webb, who live outside of Devon. 

Their original plan was to demolish the existing 
building and replace it with a "stylish" 10-flat de¬ 
velopment, including a penthouse on top. 

But East Devon District Council's planning depart¬ 
ment received complaints that the proposed build¬ 
ing was too tall and out of character with the area. 

The developers responded by going back to the 
drawing board and coming up with a plan for eight 
flats over four floors and a penthouse on top. 

East Devon District Council aims to make a de¬ 
cision no later than August.

Police ask public for their views 
on services in new consultation 


“HAVE your say on your policing service” is the mes¬ 
sage from Avon and Somerset Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Sue Mountstevens after she launched a 
consultation to address the policing and community 
needs of the area. 

Ms Mountstevens wants the views of residents, 
community groups, businesses and partners to inf orm 
the strategic policing priorities, which will help shape 
and develop the next Police and Crime Plan for Avon 
and Somerset. 

Vulnerability, strengthening and improving local 
policing teams are just some of the areas that Ms 
Mountstevens believes should be a strategic priority 
for the police and she wants to hear your views. 

“Everybody who makes up Avon and Somerset will 
have a view on what should be a policing priority in 
the area they live and work,” she said. 

“Listening to local people is the most important part 
of my role and it’s only by hearing from you, that I 
can truly be your voice in policing. It’s your police 
service so it’s only right that your thoughts are repre¬ 
sented in our Police and Crime Plan. 


“Everyone has the right to be safe and feel safe in 
their community and I want local people to have the 
upmost confidence in the police. This is your chance 
to tell me what is important to you and I look forward 
to receiving your responses.” 

The Police and Crime Plan sets out the strategic pri¬ 
orities, aims and objectives for the Constabulary for 
policing Avon and Somerset. 

People can respond to the consultation online by 
visiting www.avonandsomerset-pcc.gov.uk or alter¬ 
natively call 01275 816377 for hard copy surveys. 
Copies of the consultation will also be available at 
police stations, libraries and on request. 

The consultation closes on Tuesday, August 30th. 
All Police and Crime Commissioners have a statutory 
responsibility to produce a Police and Crime Plan. 

The findings of the online consultation will be used 
to inform the strategic policing priorities, aims and 
objectives in the next Avon and Somerset Police and 
Crime Plan. 

This will then be presented to the Police and Crime 
Panel for review, before being published in October. 


Deaf community warned of lottery scam 


POLICE would like to urge people to be aware of a 
scam offering lottery funding to members of the 
deaf community. 

Avon and Somerset Police have reported one 
incident in which a woman was conned out 
£4,500 when she was contacted by someone 
pretending to be one of her Facebook friends. 

This person told the victim about lottery fund¬ 
ing available to members of the deaf community, 
but only if applicants pay a fee. 

The victim transferred the money through 
Western Union and MoneyGram before she re¬ 
alised it was bogus. 

DC Geoff Smith, financial investigator, said: 
“These despicable criminals set up a fake profile 
and posed as someone the victim is friends with 


on Facebook in order to gain her trust and take 
her money. 

“This could happen to anyone but scammers 
will target the most vulnerable and older people 
in our community so it’s important we look out 
for our loved ones and neighbours. 

“We would always advise people to be aware of 
anyone who is asking you for money or bank de¬ 
tails and never to hand over or transfer money to 
people if they are offering free holidays, goods or 
services."

Yeovil property closed down 


after incidents 

POLICE have been granted a Closure Order for a 
property in Yeovil after incidents of drug dealing 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Taunton Magistrates Court granted the Closure 
Order on 20 Mary Street in Yeovil on June 15th fol¬ 
lowing an application by the local Beat Team that 
evidenced more than six months of criminality 
and anti-social behaviour linked to drug dealing. 

Sgt Claire Leonard said: “Residents have en¬ 
dured a large amount of anti-social behaviour, 
which often sadly goes hand-in-hand with drug 
use and dealing, so much so that one resident had 
to move from the street. 

“However, we now hope that the Closure Order 
gives the community some comfort and reassur¬ 
ance. We understand the huge impact drug crime 
has on the local community and we won’t tolerate 
it.” 

The property has now been boarded up for three 
months and anyone entering the property, in¬ 
cluding the owner, could face arrest, prison or an 
unlimited fine. The tenant has been evicted. 

Councillor Tony Lock, who chairs the Yeovil One 
multi-agency group, said: “This is excellent news, 
a closure order was the only option to protect the 
community and stop the suffering of residents. 

"We will not tolerate drug fuelled anti-social be¬ 
haviour and will use all our tools and powers to 
remove it from our streets. I would like to thank 
the Police and all the other agencies for the sus¬ 
tained support in achieving this closure." 

Sgt Leonard continued: “We want to hear from 
anyone who is worried about friends, neighbours 
or relatives they feel might be vulnerable to drug 
dealers due to dependency or debt. We also want 
to know about anyone suspected to be housing 
drug dealers or allowing the supply of drugs from 
their premises. 

1 ‘This property is privately owned and I would re¬ 
mind landlords that you must take responsibility 
for your property and your tenants. If you suspect 
that there is criminality or anti-social behaviour 


of drug dealing 

taking place at your property you need to take 
positive action in relation to your tenants and 
contact the police, or you could face having your 
property subject to a Closure Order!” 

If you have information about suspected crime 
in your area, please call police on the 101 number 
or via the website. 

Alternatively you can call the independent char¬ 
ity Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111. They never ask 
your name or trace your call and you could earn a 
cash reward. Always dial 999 if aPcrime is in 
progress. 

Vandals strike 
at new play park 

VANDALS have targeted the new play park in llmin- 
ster shortly after it was opened to the public. 

It was earlier this year when it was announced that 
the long-awaited improvements to the play area at 
Winterhay Lane were well underway with old equip¬ 
ment being removed and new facilities being in¬ 
stalled. 

But members of llminster Town Council’s open 
spaces committee will hear this week that damage 
has been caused at the play area and safety matting 
has been stolen. 

“Vandalism has happened to the new set of swings 
at Winterhay Park and a number of the safety mat¬ 
ting surfaces have been pulled up and gone missing," 
said senior open spaces warden Ryan Gold in a re¬ 
port which will go before the council’s open spaces 
committee today (Tuesday). 

Councillors will be extremely disappointed at the 
news, as will the people who actually use the play 
area.

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South Somerset backs Brexit 
as UK leaves European Union 


THE leave campaign has triumphed 
in the EU referendum, with more 
people turning out to vote than in last 
year’s general election. 

In a result that was too close to call 
until the early hours of Friday morn¬ 
ing, the Brexit campaign won with 
just 51.9 per cent of all votes cast as 
more than 30million people went to 
the polls. 

But how did your area vote? 

• In East Devon there was a 78.9 per 
cent turnout with 54.1 per cent voting 
to leave - 48,040 of the votes - and 
45.9 per cent voted to remain - 
40,743 votes. 

• West Dorset received a 79.4 per 
cent turnout with 51 per cent - 33,267 
of the votes - wanting to leave and 
and 49 per cent - 31,924 votes - opt¬ 
ing to remain. 

There was a 78.6 per cent turnout in 

• South Somerset with 57.2 per cent 
of voters - 56,940 votes - wanting to 
leave and 42.8 per cent - 42,537 
votes - wishing to stay. 

• Overall in the South West, 
3,172,730 people came out to vote 
giving Brexit 52.6 per cent of the 
votes and remain 47.4 per cent. 

Prime Minister David Cameron is 
to step down in October following the 
result as he had pushed for the coun¬ 
try to remain. He said that “fresh 
leadership” was needed. 

Politics professor Colin Talbot, a 


professor of government and Public 
policy at the University of Manches¬ 
ter, has stated that due to the result, 
the UK will break up, with Scotland 
leaving before Britain leaves the EU. 

He said: “It is certainly going to 
trigger a prolonged period of consid¬ 
erable turmoil in the EU. Part of what 
will happen with that is that many 
anti-EU parties in Europe will call for 
referendums. 

“Marine Le Pen has already called 
for a referendum in France. But the 
EU can’t give Britain a good deal be¬ 
cause then it will make other coun¬ 
tries think they can also leave and get 
a good deal. 

“It won’t be as bad as 2007/8 reces¬ 
sion, but it’s going to be awful chaos 
and could take five to 10 years to sta¬ 
bilise. 

“In the short term there will be a 
minor recession, long term there will 
be a lower GDP growth. 

“Another big political aspect that 
nobody is talking about is Scotland, 
which voted to Remain. The SNP will 
almost certainly call another referen¬ 
dum. 

“Technically it is the London gov¬ 
ernment that will call a referendum, 
but there would be riots in the streets 
of Scotland if they were denied a new 
referendum. 

“I think Scotland will be out of the 
UK before Britain leaves the EU.”

A CHARD woman muched her way through 56 
feet of stinging nettles to be placed among the 
top competitors at the World Nettle Eating 
Championships. 

Naomi Harris won the women's category at 
the annual competition, held at the Bottle Inn 
in Marshwood and filmed for BBC Spotlight. 

This traditional event involves competitors 
having to eat as many two-feet stalks of 
stinging nettles, which had been picked by 
local farm Dave Hutchings the night before, as 
they can in one hour. 

Last year, Pete Wellman from Axminster 
won the trophy for the men for the third time 
having got through a world record amount of 
96 feet of nettles. But on Saturday he nar¬ 
rowly lost his crown to Philip Thorne, from 
Colyton, who munched his way through 86 
feet of nettles in the hour and regained the title 
he first won in 2014. 

Both men were disappointed not to be the 
first to eat at least 100 feet of nettles but Philip 
said afterwards: "The leaves seemed much 
bigger than last year." 

Leading lady Naomi managed to equal her 
world record total of 56 feet, which she set last 
year. 

A huge crowd outside the Bottle Inn cheered 
on all the competitors throughout and they 
were also given plenty of encouragement by a 
former world nettle eating champion, Simon 
Slee, who acted as compere. 

At the end Philip and Naomi were presented 
with trophies from competition sponsors 
Black Cow Vodka. 

The event always attracts huge media inter¬ 
est and one national newspaper journalist,

- even though mum Heather says it won't be 
easy for him. 

“Malachi is very attached to his hair as many 
people who know him will know,” she said. 

“The air ambulance paramedics played a mas¬ 
sive part in helping to try and save Paul's life and 
although this was unable to be done, they did 
everything they could. 

“After getting his heart beating after a long 
time of working on him following the accident 
they airlifted him to Bristol where I was taken 
and able to spend the last moments of his life 
with him. For this I will be eternally grateful to 
them and many others who were a part of that 
tragic day 

“Malachi would like to raise as much money as 



he possibly can for these people.”

Wildlife charity asks residents 
to give garden animals a home 


THE Royal Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Birds (RSPB) is calling on 
people in Somerset to get in¬ 
volved in “Giving Nature a Home" 
this summer by doing at least one 
thing for wildlife in their gardens 
or outdoor spaces. 

The call came after after new 
data revealed further declines in 
sightings of some of the most fa¬ 
miliar and garden species. 

Results from the wildlife survey 
for Somerset showed only 19 per 
cent of people spotted a hedgehog 
snuffling around their garden at 
least once a month, 11 per cent 
fewer than in 2014. 

Morwenna Alldis, communica¬ 
tions officer for the RSPB South 
West said: “Many modern gardens 
may have less wild space than 
they used to due to decking and 
paving, so hedgehogs now strug¬ 
gle to find natural shelter in 
hedges, leaf piles or longer 
patches of grass. 

“Planting a garden hedge helps 
enormously - the clue is in the 
hogs' name - or letting the grass 
grow longer in a corner of your 
garden. 

“Garden hedges also provide es¬ 
sential corridors for hedgehogs 
and other wildlife to safely travel 
from garden to garden. 

“In fact, hedgehogs need to walk 
for one mile or more each night in 
order to search for food and a 
mate. If you have a garden fence 


rather than a hedge, fear not, sim¬ 
ply make a small hole along the 
bottom of the fence for hedgehogs 
and other small animals to use. 
Make it no more about 15cm wide 
x 12cm high for larger creatures 
like hedgehogs, or as little as 8cm 
wide x 6 cm high for frogs and 
toads. 

“You can also help Somerset's 
prickly critters by setting up a 
permanent hedgehog shelter in 
your garden. These can be pur¬ 
chased from a range of outlets in¬ 
cluding the RSPB and other 
wildlife charities. 

“Or why not build your own 
home for hogs - summer is the 
perfect season to set it up, ready 
for them to move in during the au¬ 
tumn."

Where reputation matters 
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Fire and rescue service reviews 
progress on ‘Facing the Future’ 


DEVON and Somerset Fire & Rescue 
Service hosted former chief fire and res¬ 
cue adviser Sir Ken Knight to discuss 
progress on recommendations in his 2013 
report, “Facing the Future”. 

In his government-commissioned re¬ 
view, Sir Ken published his conclusions 
as to how English fire and rescue services 
could become more cost-effective and ef¬ 
ficient in the future. 

The report found that while incidents 
had reduced by 40 per cent in the last 
decade, the fire and rescue service could 
achieve greater cost savings by using dif¬ 
ferent staffing models and by working 
more closely with neighbouring fire au¬ 
thorities and other emergency services. 

As part of the review, Sir Ken visited 
Devon and Somerset and the merger of 
the two fire and rescue services was noted 
as an example for others to follow in the 
report, having saved £4.2million between 
2007 and 2012, as was the innovative 
work on wider community safety initia¬ 
tives. 

Chief fire officer Fee Howell said: “We 
invited Sir Ken back to Devon and Som¬ 
erset to highlight the significant progress 
we have made locally since his national 
report was issued in 2013. This is part of 
our strategy to bring in an external per¬ 
spective on our performance to reassure 
the public that the fire and rescue service 
in Devon and Somerset continues to im¬ 
prove year on year." 

Cllr Mark Healey MBE, Chairman of

Devon & Somerset Fire & Rescue Au¬ 
thority, said: “We are very proud of our 
achievements and we are working on 
some innovative projects which will en¬ 
able us to further maintain and improve 
public safety as well as becoming even 
more efficient and effective.” 

During Sir Ken’s visit, Fee Howell took 
the opportunity to explain the work car¬ 
ried out in Devon and Somerset since the 
publication of the report and further ini¬ 
tiatives currently underway. 

These included firefighters now saving 
more lives by responding to medical 
emergencies as the service has 20 co-re- 
sponding fire stations, the use of different 
emergency response vehicles such as 


Fight Rescue Pumps and the current trial 
of Rapid Intervention Vehicles and asso¬ 
ciated new technology. 

Sir Ken Knight, who served in the for¬ 
mer Devon Fire & Rescue Service from 
1985 and again in 1992, said: “I was de¬ 
lighted to return to Devon and Somerset 
three years after my review to see at first¬ 
hand the tremendous range of work that 
the fire and rescue service is undertaking. 

“It is notable that firefighters in Devon 
and Somerset now save more lives from 
attending emergency health care support 
than from the traditional firefighting role. 
It is a credit to both and fire and rescue 
authority and firefighters who are serving 
the community in this way.”

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5 TIPS FOR ALTERNATIVE HEATING SYSTEMS 


1. HEAT pumps are one environmentally 
friendly way to heat your home. Ground or air 
source heat pumps are most popular, as water 
source heat pumps aren't practical unless you 
have a lake, river or stream in your garden. 
Ground source heat pumps extract warmth 
from the earth and use it to heat your home or 
hot water. The (above-ground) pump is con¬ 
nected to a series of pipes (the ground loop) 
buried in the garden and can be used all year 
round, although you may need a back-up heat¬ 
ing system in winter. 

2. Air source heat pumps take heat from the 
air outside and use it indoors. They're either air- 
to-air pumps, which produce warm (and also 
cool) air and circulate it through fans, or air-to- 
water pumps, which supply your home's (wet) 
central heating system. Air source heat pumps 
can be less effective when it's colder than -5C, 
so another form of heating again may be nec¬ 
essary in winter. 

3. If your home is heated by radiators, they 
won't get as hot with a heat pump as they would 
with a boiler - you'll need to have them on for 
longer or replace them with more powerful 
ones. The perfect partner for a heat pump is wet 
underfloor heating because both work at lower 
temperatures, but this type of underfloor heat¬ 
ing isn't particularly easy to retrofit. 

4. Biomass boilers are another eco heating op¬ 
tion, ideal if you want to reduce your carbon 
dioxide emissions and have access to a regular 
supply of wood. These boilers burn wood 
chips, pellets or logs and can be used for central 
heating and hot water. The Energy Saving Trust 
(www.energysavingtrust.org.uk) says that an 
automatically fed pellet boiler for an average 
home costs £9,000-£21,000, including installa¬ 
tion, so it's not cheap. However, if you replace 


an older gas heating sys¬ 
tem with a biomass sys¬ 
tem, you could save up to £360 a year, or up to 
£990 a year compared to an old electric heating 
system, according to the Trust. 

5. If you want to generate your own electricity 
and have a sunny roof or wall, solar photo¬ 
voltaic panels are worth considering, but you 
could fit solar thermal panels, which heat your 
home's water, instead. According to the Energy 
Saving Trust, installing a typical solar water¬ 
heating system costs around £3,000-£5,000, 
but the savings you make will be moderate. As 
well as the solar panels, you'll need a boiler or 
immersion heater to give you additional hot 
water and sometimes make the water heated by 
the panels hotter, especially in winter. You may 
also have to change your boiler and hot-water 
cylinder to ones compatible with the panels.
